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Simple Forms 


Tampa, FL-based Eric Watson, Architect, specializes in designing southern vernacular and Caribbean-inspired homes in 
the New Urbanist developments of the Florida Panhandle. By Will Holloway 


Imost 20 years ago, a second-year graduate student at the Yale 
School of Architecture took an advanced studio taught by 
Andrés Duany and Elizabeth Plater-Zyberk. It was 1987, and

own designs would be taking shape at Seaside; several 
years later, he would parlay that experience into a thriv- 
ing practice with commissions at many of the emerging 
New Urbanist developments in Florida. 


Education in Context 

Eric Watson, AIA, CNU, has always had a passion for 
designing houses. As a child in the 1970s, he became fas- 
cinated with traditional houses when his family built 
their home — a red-brick Georgian — in Raleigh, NC. At 
the time, the area in and around Raleigh was growing 
rapidly with the development of Research Triangle Park; 
after school, Watson would walk through all the houses 
being built in his neighborhood and become familiar 
with their design and construction details. Returning 
home, he would spend countless hours with a T-square 
and triangle drawing the various aspects of the houses he 


It opened my eyes to town planning, the emerging New Urbanist move- 
ment and the idea of creating buildings that work collectively at a bigger 
scale within a community — not as object buildings with little regard to 
their context." 

After Yale, Watson spent two years designing in a variety of traditional 
styles in the office of architect Alan Wanzenberg and the late interior 
designer Jed Johnson in New York City. Eager to return 
to Florida — where he'd spent a year interning between 
undergraduate and graduate school — he got in touch 
with Duany. "At the time, he didn't have an opportuni- 
ty in his office, but he agreed to meet with me," says 
Watson. “He said, ‘Eric, you need to go work for [then 
Windsor town architect] Scott Merrill’ — but he pre- 
sented it in a way that was really like, “Eric, you are going 
to work for Scott Merrill? While we were talking, 
Andrés called Merrill in Vero Beach and said, ‘Scott, I’m 
sending you up a former student — you're going to hire 
him, he's going to work for you.’ So before I knew it, I 
was headed back up the turnpike to Vero Beach, where 
I talked with Scott and was hired immediately." 

The two years he spent working on new houses at 
Windsor enabled Watson to combine his passion for 
houses with his interest in designing them within com- 
munities based on the principles of New Urbanism. 
Intrigued by this type of work and eager to start his own 
practice, Watson called Seaside developer Robert Davis 


had seen as well as drafting his own creations. Having 
known he wanted to be an architect from a young age, 
he attended the University of North Carolina at 
Charlotte, where he received a Bachelor of Arts in 
Architecture. After a one-year internship in Florida, he 
headed off to the Yale School of Architecture. 

“I chose Yale because I liked the flexibility the pro- 
gram offered," says Watson. “It seemed like the school 
had an interest in bringing a variety of practitioners and

in 1992. “I had met Robert when he was on my final jury 
at Lizz and Andrés’ Yale studio,” he says. “I knew that he 
had a tradition of hiring young architects to come to 
Seaside for a brief period of time to work with him 
designing relatively simple buildings. I agreed to go up 
there for what I thought would be three to six months, 
but I ended up staying three years. That was a great 
opportunity because, as a young architect, you could get 
something built quickly — since they’re relatively simple 


teachers with a wide range of interests and ideas to the studios, so the 
school didn’t seem to force you into learning a certain kind of architec- 
ture.” Fortunately for Watson, that variety of practitioners and teachers 
included Duany and Plater-Zyberk. “Lizz and Andrés’ proposed design stu- 
dio was unpopular with the students,” he says. “There was little interest 
because the assignment was not to design a building, but rather an entire 
town. In the end, it was the best studio of the six that I took at Yale and the 
one that had the most significant impact on my experience in the program. 
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wood-framed structures — and you worked directly with the contractors 
and the homeowners in a hands-on way. Being on site, you had the oppor- 
tunity to go right out into the field and look at all these building details that 
are commonly used in that type of vernacular architecture." 

Although the majority of his work would be at Seaside and the subse- 
quent New Urbanist resort communities in the region, the Florida 
Panhandle was not the most desirable location for a young architect to live 
in the early '90s. So, with a few Seaside projects under his belt — including

a well-known Classically inspired beachfront pavilion — 
and having picked up several more commissions within 
Seaside, Watson opened an office in Tampa in 1995. 
“There were also many New Urbanist towns being 
developed around Seaside at the time, so I knew there 
was the potential for a lot of work in the area,” he says. 
"But it was a difficult place to live at the time, so I 
moved to Tampa and decided that I would commute 
between there and my work at Seaside." 

Today, Watson travels once a month from his Tampa 
office to the Florida Panhandle, where he estimates 85 
percent of his work is focused. The New Urbanist 
developments there have been a perfect fit for Watson 
because they combine so many of his interests: design- 
ing individual residences, designing within the context 
of the larger community, Caribbean precedent and the 
simple vernacular structures of the South. 


Private Domains 


Just over 30 miles west of Panama City, FL, County 
Road 30-A breaks off from US-98 and runs westward 
along the Gulf of Mexico. Its initial seven-mile stretch is 
a veritable laboratory of New Urbanism, encompassing 
three developments master planned by Miami-based 
Duany Plater-Zyberk & Company (DPZ): the 105-acre 
Rosemary Beach (1997), the 158-acre Alys Beach (2003) 
and the 80-acre Seaside (1980), widely recognized as the 
original New Urbanist development. 

The process of designing within New Urbanist devel- 
opments requires balancing client's desires with the 
guidelines set forth in the architectural code. Each 
development has its own distinct architectural charac- 
ter. While Seaside was most strongly influenced by the 
vernacular structures of the South, Rosemary Beach 
was influenced by the architecture of St. Augustine, FL, 
the West Indies and the courtyard gardens of New 
Orleans, LA. The all-white masonry structures at Alys 
Beach took their cues from the courtyard houses of 
Guatemala, Antigua and Bermuda. 

"You've been given a set of guidelines in the archi- 
tectural code and the urban code, the main restrictions 
being the footprint, the height, the setback, the min- 
imum porch size and location, the roof pitch, the pro- 
portions of doors and windows and the building 
typology — each lot has been assigned a specific house 
or building type,” says Watson. “So you don't just have a 
clean slate with which you can design whatever you 
want — you have variables with which to begin the 
design process, in addition to the client's requirements, 
which are useful in developing a design strategy. I enjoy 
that aspect of the design process — taking into account 
all these variables, some fixed and some not, in devel- 
oping a point of departure for my design strategy. There are restrictive 
requirements in the architectural code that create design challenges, but I 
see them as useful tools in the design process." 

In 1995, Watson designed the Haupt- Walstrom House at Seaside, a 
Charleston side-yard house type that he describes as one of his most inter- 
esting designs. "The clients requested a timber-frame structure — they had 
recently moved from timber-frame house in the Caribbean," he says. 
"They were interested in rough wood textures, and I think it was an 
appropriate starting point for the design because their site was in the pine 
forest at the inland boundary of Seaside. It's entirely built of eastern white

pine timber that was cut and milled in the mountains of North Carolina. 
All of the timbers were pre-cut and assigned a code number related to a 
timber layout drawing that I had done. It was an exciting house to work 
on — the process of building and the expressive use of wood and contrast- 
ing textures. The timbers and wood tongue-and-groove cladding were fin- 
ished with a water/paint mixture. The same color was used in every room, 
so the owner’s furnishings — a collection of English and Caribbean antiques 
and art — became the color and focus of the interior.” 

The Queen House (1997) was designed to be expressive of the chal- 
lenges of its site — an unusually shaped lot between a public frontage at the 
head of Seaside’s Smolian Circle and a decid- 
edly quieter street to the rear. “It’s a pictur- 
esque, sculptural, large structure broken 
down into several forms,” says Watson. “From 
a tall tower at the most prominent side of the 
house, the massing steps down to the smaller 
scale of the back street. It’s a layering of a 
variety of spaces and volumes, from the pub- 
lic front porch to the semi-private courtyard 
to the private interior and private garden in 


the back.” 


The Queen House, located at a prominent posi- 
tion at the head of Seaside’s Smolian Circle, 
illustrates one of the primary challenges of 
designing within New Urbanist developments: 
creating privacy on relatively small lots in dense 
communities. From the tower at its front facade, 
the volumes of the Queen House decrease in 
scale as privacy increases, culminating in a 
secluded rear garden. 
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At the foot of Smolian Circle, the Walters-Buczko (1998) and Baker 
(2004) houses sit on identical triangular-shaped lots opposite one anoth- 
er. As entry markers to Smolian Circle, both houses present symmetrical 
Classical façades to the street. Like the Haupt- Walstrom and Queen hous- 
es, they were successful in overcoming one of the major challenges of 
designing within New Urbanist communities: creating privacy for the 
homeowner in a dense community. “The lots are much more densely con- 
figured than in a typical suburban community," says Watson. "So privacy is 
a big concern — how can you create a private domain for the homeowner 
while also creating a building that participates in the public space of the 
community, all in a limited area within which to work? 

"One way of dealing with this is by carefully locating a house's primary 
spaces. A lot of clients, both at Seaside and Rosemary Beach, request their 
main living spaces on the second floor for two reasons. First, if the house is 
a mid-distance from the gulf front, this gives them a view of the horizon of 
the gulf. Secondly, being a level up provides a level of privacy that may not 
be possible if the main living area is on the street or boardwalk. I also try to 
create space for a private garden or courtyard that is only for the client." 


Reinterpreting Tradition 

Developed 15 years after Seaside, Rosemary Beach had the advantage of 
learning from the successes and failures of Seaside. “One of the biggest dif- 
ferences between the Seaside and Rosemary Beach code is that at 
Rosemary Beach, there is limited allowance for towers," says Watson. "At 
Seaside, towers can be built anywhere, on any lot. At Rosemary Beach, 
towers are restricted to specific lots where they terminate specific visual 
axes from streets and pedestrian walkways. At Seaside, everyone has a 
tower, so their impact is diminished. At Rosemary Beach, because there 
are so few of them, they are special. 


“Unlike Seaside, Rosemary Beach allows masonry with concrete stucco. 
The houses are relatively simple masonry structures with wood-framed

upper stories. Timber porches, brackets and wood shutters give expressive 
detail and texture and interesting shadows on the masonry walls." 

Watson has designed more than 25 houses at Rosemary Beach, ranging 
from carriage houses to large beachfront houses, in a variety of styles. Yet 
for Watson, style is secondary — in lieu of replicating traditional styles, he 
aims he reinterpret them. “My primary architectural design interests are 
the building massing and form and an efficiency in the plan diagram that is 
generated from the client's building program," he says. "My designs are 
heavily influenced by early discussions with the client. In general, these are 
resort houses and most clients want them to be quite different from their 
primary residence. They are drawn to these communities because of their 
distinct architectural styles. They usually present images of the Caribbean 
and examples of what they like in terms of detailing, colors and textures. 
I use that information to create a design that is innovative, contemporary 
and efficient — a house unlike any the client has ever known." 

In the late 1990s, Watson purchased a lot at Rosemary Beach and built 
his own home there. “Because I was commuting back and forth so much,” 
he says, ^I thought it would be a good opportunity to use my house as a 
showcase of what I’m interested in as an architect, to use the house as sort 
of a field office to meet with clients and contractors, and also a place to 
spend some quiet working time designing at the beach." 

Watson initially designed and built the carriage house in 2000. "The 
interesting thing about my design strategy there was that at Rosemary 
Beach, the carriage-house design code stipulates that the structure can be 
no larger than 22x22 ft. square. In general, what was done was a square box 
with a pyramid roof. Consciously looking for a building form that would be 
completely different, but still stay within the guidelines, I chose to do an 
offset gable, which has precedent in the Dutch Caribbean style. It produced 
a completely unique roof form from what is typically done at Rosemary 
Beach. That was the reason why, stylistically, that house and the subsequent 
main house are Dutch Caribbean — the plan diagram and building massing 
determined the architectural style." 

The main house was completed two years 
ago. Like some of his designs at Seaside, it's 
an “upside-down” house, with all of the bed- 
rooms on the first floor and the main living 
spaces upstairs. Here, the plan takes advan- 
tage of the view — a long, linear community 
park in the village. The house is also sited on 
an unusually shaped lot; once again, Watson 
manipulated the plan and form to express the 
challenges of the lot. “The structure is divided 
into two massing forms — a one-story master- 
bedroom wing and a two-story mass that con- 
tains the foyer, guest bedrooms and the main 
living spaces on the second floor, he says. 
"Between these two masses is an entry garden 
courtyard that acts as a transition space 
between the public street and the private 
domain of the house." 

Other notable projects within Rosemary 
Beach include the Malugen House — a 6,000- 
sq.ft. residence inspired by the Caribbean 
plantation house type — which won a 2004 
Palladio Award and the Apel House (2003), a 
large French Caribbean-inspired house with a 
wraparound verandah overlooking the Gulf of 
Mexico and a private courtyard on the land- 
ward side. 

Whether at Seaside, Rosemary Beach or 
Alys Beach — where he has two completed 
houses and a large live/work building in the 
design stage — Watson makes an effort to keep

his designs simple. “Nearly all of my designs are composed of simple vol- 
umes and forms,” he says. "That's a personal preference of mine, because 
in these communities, there is a certain density of structures. I think that 
all of the buildings, collectively, need to calm down — they need to be sim- 
ple to work effectively, to create calm street fronts and public spaces. I 
always strive for an efficient plan diagram that will result in a simple archi- 
tectural form and interior volume — a concise building that will be a good 
neighbor to the street." 


Achieving Character 


Though the vast majority of his projects have been within New Urbanist 
developments, with the success of his designs at Seaside and Rosemary 
Beach Watson has recently seen an increase in non-New Urbanist com- 
missions. “I’m taking some of the ideas of building form, composition and 
public/private domain from New Urbanist communities and applying 
them to these other projects," he says. The Hardiman House, a 10,000- 
sq.ft. residence on Tampa Bay, is in the final stages of construction. *The 
clients specifically did not want a Mediterranean-style house, which is the 
predominate architectural style in South Florida," says Watson. "They were 
interested in some of the courtyard houses that I had designed and were 
interested in building a house with a variety of authentic materials — tradi- 
tional masonry with concrete stucco, cypress, brick, Spanish cedar — none 
of the synthetic materials that are commonly used in houses in this area." 
Here, once again, the massing is reflective of the building program. The 
large two-story building mass fronts on Tampa Bay so the maximum number

of spaces take advantage of the primary view. An internal courtyard pro- 
vides light exposure to all of the rooms in the house. Because of its size, 
Watson manipulated the massing so that it appears modest from the 
street. The house has a Vermont slate roof, exposed rafter tails, plank 
shutters and cast-concrete Doric columns. 

"What's nice about using authentic construction materials is that, over 
time, they achieve even greater character," says Watson. "In my work, I've 
tried to revive the lost tradition of the expressive use of simple, durable 
materials and the construction details of traditional house building — 
exposed rafter tails for example, and real cedar siding. I use very little 
applied ornamentation, but instead let the ornamental detail be expressed 
through the construction detailing." 

Other recent projects include a brick country house in Lynn Haven, 
FL, which is a collection of simple forms enclosing a garden courtyard, 
and a 14,000-sq.ft home on a wooded site in Tallahassee, FL — the second 
home that Watson has designed for the client. While there has been an 
increasing demand for his talents outside of New Urbanist developments, 
the majority of his work remains within them — thus his future is closely 
allied with the future of New Urbanism. *There is a certain efficiency in 
the New Urbanist movement — less reliance on the car, sustainability and 
increased social interaction," he says. "It's so wasteful of these large 
McMansions with their use of land and space. Your lot may be very small 
in a New Urbanist development, but you have a very large public realm 
that everyone can use collectively. And certainly with the current energy 
crisis, they've become more and more attractive." m

The Architectural Charrette Team aims to bridge the gap between high-end design and production building. By Hadiya Strasberg 


harrettes are nothing new to New Urbanist 

planning and design firms — the collaborative 

workshops are now verging on becoming ubiq- 

uitous. But charrettes are a new concept to 

most production homebuilders. Now, the rec- 
ently founded Architectural Charrette Team (ACT) aims to 
change that. 

In the fall of 2005, Geoffrey Mouen, principal and owner 
of Celebration, FL-based Geoffrey Mouen Architects, devel- 
oped a series of architectural design charrettes aimed at pro- 
duction builders. ACT is intended to simplify and accelerate 
the design process, with the goal of increasing the number of 
Traditional Neighborhood Developments (TNDs) in the 
United States. 


Development 


The idea for ACT came to Mouen during a schematic design 
charrette for the Dallas, TX-based production homebuilder 
Centex Homes, Inc. “While I was the principal planner for 
Randal Park [in Orlando, FL], I was trying to figure out how 
to develop the architecture for the company,” Mouen recalls. 
“The standard process involves writing architectural code, 
going through the architectural review committee and paying 
designers individually. But Centex didn’t want to go through

The Architectural Charrette Team (ACT) was hired by Washington, DC-based pro- 
duction homebuilder Somerset Development Company to design the architecture 
for Wesmont Station, a brownfield development in Woodridge, NJ. During a five- 

day-long schematic design (SD) charrette in May 2006, the first of three charrettes, 
the team completed this lot-types diagram. It includes 399 townhouses, terrace 


any of those steps and, because it is used to having only one 
or two house types per development, it wasn't prepared to 
work on the project in-house." 

Mouen realized that the system needed to be revised to

satisfy his client. “We talked about doing another charrette 
to take it to the next level, to convert the drawings to CAD,” 
he says. He formed ACT, a “virtual corporation" of archi- 
tects and designers from all over the U.S. who produce the entire project 
in a series of charrettes. This way, Mouen is able to draw from a growing 
talent pool of traditional designers. He bases the makeup of his team upon 
the development's location. "We ask architects to participate depending 
on their expertise," he says. "If the project is in Georgia, it makes sense to 
have a professional who specializes in that region's architecture P 

While speed is a key aspect of any charrette, ACT's charrette schedule 
is compressed into an even shorter period of time than many others. The 
process consists of three charrettes that take place over a 20- to 30-day 
period. “It can sometimes take upwards of 30 days,” Mouen explains, 
“because we need to allow time in between charrettes to review, down- 
load and analyze the drawings and let the clients review them internally. 
We have added a few more interim workshops."

homes, freestanding houses and multi-family units. 


Design and Documentation 


For any given development, ACT conducts three charrettes: schematic 
design (SD), design development (DD) and construction documentation 
(CD). During these sessions, architectural plans and elevations are designed 
and the CAD versions are produced. Not only is ACT generating construc- 
tion documents, but it is also using the builder’s CAD templates to stan- 
dardize them. 

A pre-charrette workshop with builders and developers gets the ball 
rolling. ACT participants study the urban plan, photograph houses in the 
surrounding neighborhoods and research local historic books and pattern 
books to determine a regional architectural vernacular. “We also listen to 
the developer and the marketers,” says Mouen. “We listen to the builders 
and learn how they can build.”

As for the work approach, Mouen says, “The format for 
the CD charrette is quite different. We turn our office into 
a factory setting and run the houses through a system like 
a machine. This way, all of the standards are the same and 
redundancies and checks are eliminated.” One or two peo- 
ple work on the dimensioning; the notations, load calcula- 
tions, electrical plans and other documents are created by 
other people, depending on their specialties. At the end of 
the DD, and a subsequent CD mock-up review, between 20 
and 30 CAD plans and elevations for each house are pre- 
sented to the builder or developer. 

The design review process is simplified, because it is 
held during the charrette and is only reviewed by the 
builders, not an entire team of government officials, local 
citizens, public and private interest groups and builders. 
These time-saving aspects are huge selling points. “We 
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room or study. 


During the SD charrette, a four- to five-day session, four to six 
architects analyze the programs and design houses. Similar to other char- 
rettes, this requires long hours, pin-ups, a final presentation and a review. 
“We do pin-ups around lunchtime and hold a presentation to involve all 
of the necessary people,” Mouen explains. 

Each architect generates about one house with one elevation per day; 
in total, the architects design approximately 20 to 25 residential plans and 
alternate elevations, or about 75 homes, when combined over the week. 
The drawings are stacked in a designated area below each person’s name 
and by the end of the charrette, “the entire conference room, plus the stu- 
dios, is filled with the designs,” says Mouen. “This way, everyone can view 
them and we can easily track what’s going on.” 

Before the next charrette, the DD, an SD follow-up is arranged, in 
which the builder analyzes and reassesses the existing designs. A DD prep 
workshop also precedes the DD charrette. More professionals become 
involved during the DD; ten to fifteen CAD draftsmen and consultants are 
added to the original team. “We add additional people to the formula,” says 
Mouen, “including draftsmen, structural and mechanical engi- 
neers and anybody else that the developer wants to bring in." 
Each architect is paired with a draftsman or two, and togeth- 
er they work on the plans from the previous charrette. The 
house plans are scanned into computers and the draftsmen 
work with the files, while the architects tweak the designs. 
This charrette is performed in two five-day sessions. 

The DD charrette is “more difficult than the SD charrette,” 
says Mouen. “We have to not only carry the design forward — 
improve it, answer the builder's questions — but we also have to 
orchestrate the production of it, which is complex "The plans, 
elevations, sections and details are circulated so that the engi- 
neers can advise and contribute. Working from the builder's 
CAD template, the draftsmen then create CAD documents. 

A DD follow-up and CD prep workshop are next. The 
CD charrette is comprised of the same people, but is short- 
er than the DD. In five days, the finishing touches are added 
and more CAD documents are drawn. *No design work is 
happening anymore," says Mouen. "We are purely adding 
dimensions, notes and finishing details to produce a full set 
of construction documents." 


save a lot of time — at Randal Park, we saved the builder 
about six months,” says Mouen. “This translates into 
lower costs, which clients love." 

ACT also offers general cost savings compared with 
the conventional method of designing a large develop- 
ment. The SD charrette can cost between $50,000 and $75,000, depend- 
ing on the number and complexity of the house designs. The DD and CD 
charrettes charge by product. Each design is about $4,000 or $5,000. For 
instance, for a development of 2,000 units, the builder may want 100 
plans. In this case, it will cost $10,000 per plan for a total of $1 million. 
Broken down, each unit ends up costing the builder only $500. 

"No architectural code is required and there is no pattern book to cre- 
ate,” says Mouen. A town architect is unnecessary, though ACT recommends 
that one of its team members be on site to supervise construction. 

Of the many advantages to the production homebuilder in utilizing ACT's 
charrette system, two stand out: ACT produces more housing types than are 
designed for a conventional development and not only does the team pro- 
duce construction documents, but they are also based on the builder's CAD 
standards. “All of the windows, doors, showers — all of the things that are 
found in houses — are easily plugged in exactly as the builder wants them," 
says Mouen. 
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For Wesmont Station, Mouen drafted three different front elevations for a 1,861-sq.ft., 
three-bedroom house on a 35x75-ft. lot. 
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three-bedroom house at Wesmont Station. 
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These three drawings, rendered by W.A. “Bud” Lawrence, owner of Period Style Homes, Inc., in Ft. Myers, FL, illustrate alternate elevations for a 2,520-sq.ft., 
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In December 2005, ACT held a Design Development (DD) charrette, the second of three charrettes, for Randal Park. The Orlando, FL, site, under development 
by Dallas, TX-based Centex Homes, Inc., will include ten different house-plan types for 90 houses that range from 1,100 to 5,000 sq.ft. This live/work building 
is of the Spanish Colonial style, as are the other houses at Randal Park. 


TNDs 


ACT has conducted charrettes for a few new TNDs and has more projects 
in the works. The firm has been hired by Centex for three developments 
to date, and is currently working with Washington, DC-based Somerset 
Development Company and Lowder New Homes of Montgomery, AL. 

With each project, Mouen needs to be firm about the type of architec- 
ture he designs. "Production builders generally jazz up the front elevation 
so that they can sell the plan on paper,” he says. In a TND, however, the 
elevations, the massing and the detailing are usually very simple, because, 
Mouen says, "it's more about the streetscape than about individual hous- 
es. The environment is more cohesive and coherent when the architecture 
is calmed down and the elevations are well composed." He adds that he 
will only work on good New Urbanist developments. “We design only tra- 
ditional houses. We are getting efficient at designing them." 

It is also important to take things slowly with the builders at the start of 
a project. "There is a lot of hand-holding in the beginning,” says Mouen.

Because the team is targeting builders who are new to New Urbanism, ACT 
ends up teaching an NU101 course. “We often have to educate the builders 
and negotiate the design of the buildings and how they are going to look,” 
says Mouen. "This means making sure that everyone is on the same page 
when it comes to the quality of details, materials and mobility of the bui- 
Ider’s construction team. 

"The builder knows that the market for TNDs is strong,” he says, “but 
doesn't know how to translate that into tangible housing." Much of it boils 
down to fear of doing something unfamiliar, and the cost involved when 
changing plans. In fact, on the first project on which ACT worked, Randal 
Park, Centex had originally wanted to create a typical suburban develop- 
ment with its existing home plans, but the City of Orlando required a TND 
on that site. “The government and ACT got Centex to change its product,” 
Mouen says. 

During the SD charrette, held for five days in September 2005, a "St. 
Augustine-like" Spanish Colonial style was chosen for Randal Park's 90 
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Cottage houses at Randal Park are some of the less expensive homes in the new neighborhood. The single-family houses, which are situated around 


a common green space in an alley, have two or three bedrooms. 


buildings and ten house types were designed. They include a carriage house 
on a 42x42-ft. lot, a live/work unit with a convertible first floor, both 
large- and medium-sized detached houses and different town houses in 
widths of 16, 18, 20, 22 and 36 ft. ACT convinced the builder to have three 
to four typical house designs and to intersperse the large detached homes 
with these. This way, the development maintains a mix of people in regards 
to economic class and the “mansions” become more special, because they 
are rarer. 

It is at this stage or during the DD pre-charrette that the materials are 
identified. “Before we start the DD process, we have to know which win- 
dows, doors and exterior materials the builder wants to use,” says Mouen. 
“We want to draw the windows, doors and everything else only once, 
because it is a lot of work and time consuming to redraw them even in 
CAD? ACT has negotiated with the builder when it comes to materials, 
choosing quality and style appropriateness, but doesn't always get its way. 
Due to either financial reasons or because the builder has an established 
relationship with a company, ACT has lost the fight over materials more 
than once. 

In December 2005, about 15 houses were designed in the DD charrette. 
The first floors are masonry and the second floors have wood frames. “We 
identified how they were going to be built structurally," says Mouen, "and 
then detailed them.” 

The construction documents were completed at the CD charrette in 
March 2006. “The CD took longer than we had originally figured," Mouen 
explains, "because two people on our team had other last-minute engage- 
ments. We were also held back because we hadn't done enough in the DD 
charrette. Since then, we have modified our process a bit." 

Another development ACT is working on is Wesmont Station in Wood- 
bridge, NJ, a brownfield project currently under development by Somerset. 
With illustrious New Urbanist beginnings — Duany Plater-Zyberk & 
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The details are also rendered in CAD during the DD charrette. These shutters, to be made of 
timbers, are prototype drawings of ones that may be used throughout Randal Park. 
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Company (DPZ) of Miami, FL, designed the town and New York City-based 
Marianne Cusato is the town architect — ACT was brought on in April 2006 
to design the architecture. "We've been working with DPZ for a while,” says 
Mouen, “and have done the SD and DD charrette already.” He adds, “We 
love following Andrés [Duany, of DPZ] around and designing buildings for 
his developments, because so much has already been carefully considered.” 

Another Somerset community that ACT may work on soon is Hudson, 
located in Esopus, NY, on the Hudson River. ACT is in discussion with 
another production homebuilder, Lowder New Homes, regarding the 
TND Hempstead in Montgomery, AL. The pre-charrette planning has been 
completed and ACT is scheduling the SD charrette. 


Recycling 

ACT’s process works well for production homebuilders partly because 
they end up owning the charrette-produced documents. However, Mouen 
makes it clear that each set of documents is specific to the community for 
which it was designed. This means that the builder is held liable, “but we 
maintain authorship of it,” he says. Thus, if a builder moves on to a new 
development, the company would need to pay ACT royalties, in effect, to 
reuse the old documents if it so chooses. 

Most builders don’t take issue with this. “Builders would rather reuse 
the product they already have than change it,” says Mouen. “Otherwise, 
they would need to re-price the houses internally and relearn how to 
build them, which is much more expensive than having us design some- 
thing from scratch.” ACT charges a market rate for reuse. 

Mouen says that it is important to give companies this option, but that 
he would prefer that ACT be rehired to do another project in a different 
language. “I enjoy the fact that we can plug in the product we have already 
designed, but I want to keep the design process going,” he says. "We're the 
easy button. It eliminates so much work for them and brings good tradition- 
al design to companies that would normally shy away.” 

Mouen adds that there is no issue regarding the 
inappropriate reuse of ACT’s designs. The builders are 
market driven and know that products change from 
region to region. “The developer is making the call to 
redesign the product for each region, due to the mar- 
ket analysis,” says Mouen. “We design regionally and 
they purchase accordingly.” 

ACT’s own marketing is less than precise in com- 
parison to that of production homebuilders, but the 
company is getting plenty of work just the same. Word- 
of-mouth seems to be the best advertising. Mouen has 
also presented ACT at Con-gress for the New Urbanism 
(CNU) and Urban Land Institute (ULI) seminars. 

ACT has performed quite a feat by encouraging 
large production homebuilders to create New Urbanist 
developments. “I’m interested in raising the quality of 
work of production builders,” says Mouen. “I think our 
work effort is geared towards making people’s lives 
better by increasing the quality. It’s the biggest chal- 
lenge that New Urbanism has.” m

The Art of Conversation

he Armony S. Carhart Mansion, at 3 East 95th Street in New 
York City, designed between 1913 and 1916 by the superb 
Classical architect Horace Trumbauer (1868-1938), is one of the 
gems of Manhattan’s Carnegie Hill neighborhood. Rising just 
steps from Fifth Avenue and Central Park, it is also an individually desig- 
nated city landmark. Based on the model of an 18th-century Parisian town- 
house, its scale, proportions and robust detailing give it a strong American 


accent. From its commanding position at the western end of the block, the 
Carhart Mansion leads an elegant parade of townhouses that, despite their 
variety of style, massing and material, compose an exceptionally congru- 
ent urban streetscape. To the east is the intriguing Fabbri Mansion (now the 
House of the Redeemer, a religious retreat center affiliated with the 


Episcopal Church), designed by Egisto Fabbri and Grosvenor Atterbury 
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between 1914 and 1916, with its Neo-Italian Renaissance detailing and 
unusual entry courtyard. The street is almost a textbook example of a 
lively urban block, but as polished and confident as its buildings are, the 
elegant camaraderie of the entire ensemble might easily be ruined by a 
single boorish gate-crasher. That was the case when an unattractive 1950s 
building rose at Number 5, the lot adjacent to the Carhart Mansion. 
Happily, its just-completed replacement has joined the ensemble, not only 
re-establishing proper etiquette, but also raising the tone of the whole party. 

After World War II, the Carhart Mansion, like many other grand hous- 
es, was adapted for use as a private school, the Lycée Francais de NewYork. 
The school expanded into the low addition at Number 5 next door and 
occupied other historic townhouses in the neighborhood as well. After 
many years accommodating les petits écoliers, in early 2001 the school 
offered the building for sale, along with five other properties in the neigh- 
borhood, and planned to consolidate its facilities into a new building. 

Architect Brian Connolly, principal at Zivkovic Associates Architects of 
New York, NY, prepared the initial feasibility studies for a number of the 
sites, testing their development potential to assist with the sale. Connolly 
developed plans for three or four luxury apartments in the Carhart 
Mansion and a new annex on the site of 5 East 95th Street, sympathetic in 
scale and materials, deferential in character and plainly speaking the same 
Classical language as the Trumbauer building. 

By late 2001, the school had sold the two 95th Street lots to a devel- 
oper, who hired Beyer Blinder Belle Architects & Planners LLP to direct 
the restoration and adaptation of the townhouse and design the addition. 
Among other things, the New York 
City- and Washington, DC-based 
firm was undoubtedly chosen for 
its long-standing track record of 
successfully navigating the review 
process of the New York City Land- 
marks Preservation Commission 
(LPC). Known for its sensitive work 
on Grand Central Terminal and Ellis 
Island, Beyer Blinder Belle proposed 
for the new 95th Street building a 
frankly Modernist structure with 
a gridded veneer stone cladding and 
a large central bay of aluminum-and- 
glass curtain wall. The scheme, 
according to Managing Partner Fred 
Bland, FAIA, AICP, represents the 
firm's approach to additions in his- 
toric contexts — or at least represents 
their response to this individual case, 
since the firm believes that ^no one 
size fits all" but seeks "individual 
answers for individual monuments." 
The architects’ approach convinced 
the LPC, which approved the design 
with only minor modifications. 

If you speak with architects and 
consultants who appear frequently 
before the LPC, they may charac- 
terize their perceptions of the 
LPC's decisions as follows: Designs 
for additions to landmarks or infill 
buildings in historic districts that

the school had arranged to remain in the buildings until 
their new facility was ready.) 

To assist them, Zivkovic Associates assembled an unim- 
peachable team of consultants, including Shelly Friedman 
(zoning and planning attorney), Higgins & Quaesbarth (land- 
marks preservation consultants) and Donald Friedman 
(structural engineer and traditional masonry construction 
consultant). In its own office, partner Don Zivkovic was 
involved, John Spencer was appointed project architect and 
Pargev Vardanian was placed in charge of detailing the 
stonework. The firm also invited John Simpson, principal of 
John Simpson & Partners Ltd. of Bloomsbury, London, 
U.K., to join their team as an architectural consultant, par- 
ticularly with respect to the exterior of the new wing. 

Simpson arrived in New York from London as his Queen's 
Gallery at Buckingham Palace was under construction. He 
clearly made an impression. Non-New Yorkers may not fully 
appreciate how susceptible New Yorkers are to the genuine 
charm of a sophisticated English architect with Her Majesty 
the Queen topping his list of client references. (A British 
accent will get you almost anything in this town, just ask 
British architect Sir Norman Foster.) It is also perhaps not 
irrelevant to mention here that Zivkovic is an Australian and 
Connolly a native of Ireland, adding their own accents to the 
exotic mix of the team. Simpson, Zivkovic and Connolly 
worked with their respective staffs and consultants in close 
collaboration on the project through completion, countering 
the contemporary emphasis on individual "star" architects. 

It isn't often that the LPC is asked to consider a new 
design proposal, having already approved a different design 
only the year before for the same site and for the same appli- 
cant. Since the new proposal was a completely new concep- 
tion, the review process started over from the beginning. 
Initially, the LPC was skeptical about the proposed Classical 
design. One staff member told Simpson, "You can't do that — 
the facade has to be plain and simple." 

The LPC's concerns seemed to focus on the question of 
how well the design would be executed — whether the qual- 
ity of the craftsmanship in the new construction would do 
justice to the historic buildings around it. (Oddly, this did not 
seem to be an issue with the earlier Modernist design!) The 
commonly expressed fear is that Classical detailing, so allur- 
ing in the renderings, might end up looking thin and saccha- 
rine in execution. Admittedly, this fear is not an unreasonable 
one, given the plethora of ersatz Classical designs rendered in 
synthetic materials visible across the land. 

In this case, however, the LPC's concerns were allayed by 
the architects’ use of thick, load-bearing masonry walls on 
the two facades visible from the street, eliminating tell-tale 
expansion joints. These massive walls would be built more or 
less as Trumbauer's had been. Substantial new windows and 
wrought-iron balconies completed the picture. The archi- 
tects also planned carved ornament decorating the facades: 
swags, rosettes, anthemions, volutes and urns. Antefixae 


punctuated the roofline. As realized, the new building joins 
the 1977 addition to The Frick Collection and the 1993 addi- 
tion to The Jewish Museum, both located just down Fifth 
Avenue, as a model of craftsmanship in limestone. The 
Classical detail is not skin-deep; it is the real thing. 
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A detail of the east elevation of 5 East 95th Street shows the rusticated stone 
base at the ground floor and the balcony supported on ornamented consoles at 
the second floor. The stone piers and iron gates in the foreground, part of the 
garden of the adjacent House of the Redeemer, illustrate how seamlessly the 
new building beyond fits into the historic context of the adjacent landmark.

in its own right, not a copy of any other building. Together, the two struc- 
tures just look like a pair of good neighbors on an historic street. 

Despite being a departure from the designs it typically receives and 
approves, the LPC accepted the proposal after a couple of hearings, 
almost as a kind of experiment. Now that the built results are visible, 
everyone involved, including the LPC, agrees that the project worked out 
very nicely indeed. It remains to be seen if the convincing results of their 
decision will have an impact on the LPC's review of other new traditional- 
design proposals that may come before them in the future. At least, as a 
result of this precedent, some of the city's architects will no longer be able 
to use the alleged preferences of the LPC as an excuse for dodging new 
traditional design. When I asked Chairman Tierney if he'd welcome more 
work like the 95th Street townhouse coming before the LPC, he respond- 
ed, We'd be delighted.” New York's traditional architects had better get 
busy and take the chairman at his word. 

F.J. Sciame Construction Co., Inc., of New York managed the building’s 
schedule (18 months from pouring foundations to receipt of a Certificate of 
Occupancy) and budget, despite “fast-track” release of sequential construc- 
tion document packages, the demands of restoring Trumbauer’s interiors 
and facade and the many obstacles that typically come with construction in a 
Manhattan residential neighborhood. 

With respect to costs, Zivkovic points out that a building of this quali- 
ty was obtainable at substantially the same unit cost as new Modernist lux- 
ury apartment buildings. To be sure, there are few real estate markets in 
the United States with prices high enough to cover the cost of such luxu- 
rious construction, regardless of style. It is nonetheless the case that a 
Classical building is not necessarily more expensive than a Modernist one 
at the same level of quality and expectation. The difference is in the value 
of what the buyer receives — not a raw loft-like space with sealed concrete 
floors and exposed sprinklers above (as in the recent new apartment towers 
on West Street by Richard Meier & Partners Architects), but high ceilings 
with decorative plasterwork, plaster moldings on the walls, 21⁄2-in.-thick 
raised-panel doors, traditional herringbone hardwood parquet floors and 
advanced acoustical isolation between units. Furthermore, as Simpson 
points out, the Classical design of the Carhart Mansion and its addition 
“Jends itself with particular ease to the incorporation of the latest devel- 
opments in building technology.” 

One must also factor in life-cycle costs: solid masonry will last hun- 
dreds of years, but how long will the curtain-walls on the Meier buildings 
last? Sustainability, an issue Modernist architects have sought to appropri- 
ate for themselves, is a natural attribute of nearly all traditional building 
materials and methods, in contrast to industrialized techniques and synthet- 
ic materials, which consume energy both in their manufacture and in their

use. In Europe, as Simpson points out, requirements for reduced energy 
consumption and increased insulation have made Modernist curtain-wall 
systems more expensive than traditional masonry. 

Ultimately, the choice of putting up a Classical building on this site was 
determined by financial and marketing factors: the owner decided that 
only such a building would generate the returns sought for the project, a 
direct reflection of its desirability in the eyes of prospective buyers. This 
exposes and refutes the myth that only Modernist buildings make eco- 
nomic sense; it also underscores the critical role of an informed client in 
advancing both the building culture and the market. Other brokers and 
developers have taken notice and the team for this project is exploring 
new opportunities on other sites. 

Perhaps the strongest aspect of the completed new building is the way 
it works three-dimensionally in its urban setting. Unlike most townhous- 
es, 5 East 95th Street is semi-detached — it abuts an open space to the east. 
The articulated front block of the building turns a corner, offering a sec- 
ond front to the Fabbri Mansion courtyard next door, complete with a 
balustraded balcony at the second floor and a pediment at the top of the 
east elevation. The rooftop of the new building is a collection of pavilions 
and terraces, (“a little Palatine hill" in Simpson's words) stepping back in 
response to zoning height limitations. These moves enliven the streetscape 
and make the new townhouse not just a demure background building, but 
an active player in the little society of buildings making up the block. 

Looking more closely, the exterior restoration of the Trumbauer build- 
ing is entirely convincing and the architects have managed to re-establish 
the original character of the building as a grand residence. Trumbauer's 
principal interiors were restored, in particular the elegant stair hall and 
the grand salon on the street at the second floor. Other interiors, though 
designed in character with the historic architecture, are largely under the 
control of the buyers and, therefore, subject to change. 

As faultless as we may believe Trumbauer's facade to be (and I think it 
is), the new building is designed so that we no longer see it as an addition

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or competitor, but as a confident and worthy neighbor. It is worth a 
moment to see how this was achieved. While the new building maintains 
key horizontal alignments, such as floor levels, cornice and window heads 
and sills, the new street facade subtly detaches itself from its historic 
neighbor by changing the scale of the rustication on the ground floor and 
separating the piano nobile and third floors, in contrast to Trumbauer's 
linkage of these two floors by pilaster strips and recessed spandrels. These 
contrasts are subtle but effective and give Number 5 a sense of mass, fig- 
ural intensity and dignity that allows it to hold its own as a partner, rather 
than an adjunct, to Trumbauer's robust Number 3 next door. 

Another subtlety is found in the way the vertical non-alignment of the 
window openings on the street elevation reinforces the stolid horizontal- 
ity of the new facade. Each group of three openings is centered on its 
respective floor, but the groups narrow as they rise, making the building 
seem heavier on top. While this is usually not a desirable trait in a Classical 
composition, it makes visual sense in combination with the adjacent 
Trumbauer facade, with its insistent verticality. The slightly unexpected 
heaviness and horizontality of the addition is just what is needed to "book- 
end" the pair and turn the corner at the Fabbri courtyard. The east eleva- 
tion on the courtyard, with its pediment and implied Palladian window, 
re-establishes a vertical emphasis, anchoring the street facade like a little 
tower. This is Classical design of a very sophisticated and confident sort. 

Not visible from the street, the rear courtyard of the new wing d 
a delightful space out of what might have been an indifferent light well: i 
is rendered in brick with jolly wrought-iron balconies that, like those on 
the south and east elevations, were fabricated by English craftspeople. 

A single critical comment concerns the carved-stone ornament on the 
new building, which simply does not rise to the exquisite level of that on 
Trumbauer’s facade. Given the state of art and architecture today, it would 
be extraordinary if it did; it is rare enough to find a new building today 
that has any ornament at aL And yet the juxtaposition highlights the rel- 
ative crudeness of the new anthemions, sculpted panels, rosettes and ten- 
drils on the sides of the consoles below the balcony. This crudeness is not 
just a matter of style, but of sculptural refinement The decorative panels 
below the third-floor windows might have been better had they, like 
Trumbauer's, been recessed instead of projecting from the wall surface. 
They and the rosettes between them look simply stuck on rather than 
integral with the wall. While good decorative sculpture is still hard to find 
today, the quality of carved and molded ornament in general is improving 
as supply begins to adjust to demand. With so many great examples even 
within the neighbor hood, it should not be difficult to raise the bar in this 
area, too. 

In my view, 5 East 95th Street is an outstanding example of new 
Classical work in an urban setting and, one hopes, a harbinger of morc and 
better work still to come. It is impressive not only Mm it is well 
designed and executed, but because it does more than just "fit in." Think

American Neoclassicism 


A new home in rural Virginia responds to both the landscape and historic precedent.

ohn Russell Pope’s National Gallery of Art was one of the 
inspirations for a new limestone residence designed by 
Franck Lohsen McCrery, Architects (FLM), of Washington, 
DC. In fact, the clients' art collection hung in the National 
Gallery while their home was being built. “Our clients have an 
important art collection that was hanging at the gallery while the 
construction was underway," says Michael Franck, AIA, principal 
in charge. “We were there often to see their works so as to incor- 
porate them into the arrangement of the new house. As the gallery 
was one of our inspirations for this new house, we took many 
opportunities to learn from Pope's masterful use of the Classical 
language. Other inspirations were Irish and English country hous- 
es and American interpretations of such houses. We think we have 
created something unique.” Franck describes the style of the house imeem 
as American Neoclassical.

Located on 100 acres of rolling hills in Middleburg, VA, just 2 
west of Washington, DC, the new three-story, 16,525-sq.ft. resi- 
dence is known as Wayside Manor. It features an exterior made of 
Indiana limestone with a Brazilian granite water table, mahogany 
windows, custom bronze doors and a graduated Vermont slate 
roof.

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with views in all directions, allowing the clients to enjoy their property to 
the greatest extent. "The master plan for the entire area included both the 
landscape and the architecture," says Franck, "creating a fully integrated 
relationship between the house, the gardens and the surrounding agrarian 
landscape. More than 20 acres of allées, drives, gardens, ponds and the 
nearby Little River are incorporated into the final design. 

"We reinforced the siting of the house at the top of the Little River with 
an allée out the front connecting to distant fields beyond," Franck adds. 


A large circular lily pond serves as the centerpiece of the entry courtyard. 


Custom-made bronze and glass doors in the 
gallery at the rear of the home are flanked by 
columns and allow sunlight into the home. 


“We cut through the forest and re-terraced the 
hills and planted an allée of London plane 
trees. Hundreds of tandem dump trucks of 
soil were brought in to reinforce the natural 
landscape.” Landscape designer Jane MacLeish 
of Washington, DC, filled in with plantings, 
following FLM's master plan. 

Once the site was selected, the partners 
designed the house itself to open to the land- 
scape and to be an integral part of it. To achieve 
this goal, the home is essentially one room 
deep, providing access to the outdoors and at 
least two views from every room. “On the 
ground floor, a simple arrangement of large 
rooms provides views in all directions," says 
McCrery. "In the family room, for example, 
you get a view of the formal motor court and 
of the wooded garden. The living room offers 
views of the motor court and out the rear 
gallery to the great lawn. In addition, all of the 
large rooms on the first floor have fireplaces. 
They are important elements in each room. 

"What is unique about this house is that it is very much an American 
center-hall Colonial in arrangement,” says McCrery. “The center hall shows 
up on the main floor and on the second and third floors as well." The 
clients had specified that they did not want a grand staircase right in front 
of them when they entered the home, so McCrery and Franck, along with 
their partner Arthur Lohsen, developed a design that respects these 
parameters, | yet still provides an important staircase. “The house does have 
a grand stair,” says McCrery, “but it’s pushed to the side. The staircase and 
center halls form the nucleus of the house and everything 
else is arranged with respect to that.” 

The landscape is also arranged with respect to the center- 
hall design. “Views respond directly to the landscape, espe- 
cially on the ground floor. The formal motor court, allées, 
driveway, rear gallery and terrace , great lawn and path down 
to the Little River are all organized with respect to the 
house's arrangement with a center hall. In that way, the 
house and the landscape are mutually dependent," McCrery 
states. “We like to think that you can't have the house with- 
out the landscape, and you can't have the landscape without 
the house." 

Another example of the connection between the house 
and the landscape is the relationship of the kitchen to the 
garden, an enclosed outdoor room with 10-ft. walls to

keep deer out. The result is a beautiful enclosed outdoor room that we 
view as an extension of the kitchen," says McCrery. "When you sit in the 
bay window looking out into this garden, you feel more like you are in the 
garden than in the kitchen." 

One of the inspirations for Wayside Manor was George Crawley's 
Westbury House and the Old Westbury Gardens in Westbury, NY. The 
idea for the rear gallery on the first floor, for example, was drawn from 
this home. However, in this case, it creates a gallery along the rear of the 
house to accommodate sculpture and paintings and also serves as a cir- 
culation spine for the ground floor. 

Another goal was to make the home look like it had been there for a 
while. “At the encouragement of the client and in full agreement, we tried 
to create the layering of history for the house,” Franck says. “We wanted 
to make it look like a house that had been there a long time. For example, 
the kitchen is simple and somewhat utilitarian, like a kitchen in an older 
house. The cabinets throughout incorporate historical glass from Germany 
to reinforce that old-world feel.” In addition, limestone and bronze were 
used on both the interior and the exterior in the gallery and in the pavil- 
ions to give the feeling that these were exterior rooms that were closed in 
over the years. 

“One of the greatest challenges of this project,” he says, “was coordi- 
nating the suppliers and craftspeople. We used companies from all over 
the world — a company in Italy for the marbles, a company in France for 
the bronze doors on the front and rear of the house and one from the 
Czech Republic for the bronze gates. The library was made in Long Island,

NY, and shipped in pieces to the site and the stone carvers were in 
Indiana." Some of these suppliers included Tradewood Windows & Doors 
of St. Catharines, ON, Canada (mahogany windows); Gold Coast Metal 
Works, Inc., of Olomouc in the Czech Republic (wrought ironwork); R. 
Bratti Associates of Alexandria, VA (limestone and marble work); Jack's 
Roofing of Silver Spring, MD (roofing); Horus Bronze of France (custom 
bronze doors); Ivan C. Dutterer of Hanover, PA (millwork); Gordon 
Merrick of Symmetry in Wood, of Arundel, ME (kitchen cabinetry); and 
Matt Bruce of Architectural Stone Sale in Bedford, IN (stone carving). 

"The challenge wasn't finding the people who can do the work, but it 
was holding them to a higher standard of excellence,” says Franck. “When 
given the proper encouragement, and in some cases, more involved 
instructions, they got very excited about the project and they put 110 
percent into it. As the project evolved, the clients also realized they were 
building a work of art. They had been collectors of art for 30 years, but 
when they realized they were building a work of art, they wanted to make 
sure it was done right. That attitude was passed on to the workers." 

The home was completed in May 2005, after a year in the design process 
and three years of construction — although the design continued to evolve 
during construction. This is the first residential project for the five-year-old 
firm. “All of the partners had worked for Allan Greenberg in the past, so we 
have experience working on important homes,” Franck explains. 

What's next? FLM is currently working on another residence in the same 
area and is also planning an orangerie and a temple folly, probably at the 
top of the allée, for this American Neoclassical home. — Martha McDonald

y the waters of the Broad River, just a few minutes drive from 

historic Beaufort, SC, sits the New Urbanist community of 

Habersham. An original town planned by Duany Plater-Zyberk & 

Company (DPZ) of Miami, FL, Habersham is a collaborative 
effort, drawing upon the planning principles of small Southern towns 
throughout the region and combining the vision of DPZ with the talents of 
multiple architectural and design firms. The Moser Design Group (MDG) 
was an essential contributor to Habersham, and Eric Moser, MDG’s firm 
principal, brought to this undertaking his expertise both as a member of the 
New Urban Guild and the Congress for the New Urbanism and as a veter- 
an designer of more than 800 homes, small and grand, throughout the 
Southeast region over the past 17 years — many of which can be found in and 
around Beaufort, MDG’s home base. 

Habersham was master-planned by DPZ in 1997. “We participated in 
the charrette process for the planning,” Moser recalls, “and the experience 
was quite unique in that, during the planning charrette, we also had a 
simultaneous architectural charrette to establish the architectural lan- 
guage and character of Habersham. Our primary goal, of course, was to 
create a real place, one that feels as though it has been there for many, 
many years, but which at the same time responds to current market needs 
and to our living patterns of the 21st century.” 

By bringing together MDG with Norcross, GA-based Stephen Fuller, 
Inc., and the multi-discipline place-making firm Historical Concepts of 


Peachtree City, GA, DPZ was able to endow Habersham with a vitality 
and variety comparable to its older neighbors. “One of the things that is 
very critical in order to gain an authentic neighborhood is the idea of 
many hands,” explains Moser. “DPZ was the master planner for the 
neighborhoods — they were completely responsible. But no single archi- 
tectural group can actually do a neighborhood and pull off an authentic 
reality, no matter what — it’s simply impossible. Together, however, we 
were able to establish and hold onto an authentic architecture that was 
based very closely on our local architecture: the vernacular of Beaufort, 
Charleston, and Savannah and the Low Country in general — which 
varies quite a bit, although there is a heavy dose of Greek Revival- and 
Federal-style houses. 

“Because Habersham is a rural village, the architecture tends toward 
the vernacular end of the Classical-to-vernacular spectrum, with lap sid- 
ing and metal roofs. Porches are another very significant feature, because 
they address the climatic character of the region, but they’re also outdoor 
spaces that are the connection to the neighborhood. The most character- 
istic materials of this area were tabby, brick and wood — which would be 
pine and cypress. Most of our buildings actually utilize some manmade, 
cementitious siding materials and other fiberglass composites and syn- 
thetic materials, all of which actually hold up quite well — actually better 
than the available woods — to our environment.” 

Moser’s emphasis on porches reflects the underlying intention with 
Habersham — to evoke and re-create not only the appearance but also the 
lifestyle of an earlier time. “Everything is concentrated around a town 
center,” he says. “Habersham is a pedestrian-friendly place, where people 
can walk to take care of their daily needs. And of course, we have just a 
splendid variety of natural resources and parks in very close proximity to 
essentially every house; every building here is within a quarter mile — a 
five-minute walk — of parks and to our water's edge.” 

The result is another New Urbanist success story, and Moser is justly 
proud that Habersham “has been very, very well received. We have a 
tremendous number of people coming through all the time. It took a while

at first to build enough, and to get enough synergy to begin 
telling the story of Habersham, if you will. That process took 
three years or so, until we had enough variety and enough build- 
ings up so people could really understand the neighborhood. 
Now that we've passed that threshold, the market acceptance has 
just been phenomenal." 

MDG has designed a large percentage of the 235 houses in 
the community that have been finished to date, and one home 
that typifies the vision of the town is the large cottage that is 
designated simply as the firm's Project TNH-C-19C-1. "This 
particular house," Moser notes, "is relatively large — 2,499 
sq.ft., plus an engaged ‘granny flat, a little apartment above 
the garage; the outbuilding is another 350 sq.ft. It has a full 
two-story wraparound porch, but with very simple massing — 


which is very typical of traditional Beaufort architecture: a 
simple, one-room-deep, two-story mass. And much like the

"The house is 
quite open in nature, Moser insists. ^We're 
talking about a 2,500-sq.ft. main house, but it 
actually feels more like 3,000 sq.ft., because of 
how the spaces open to each other and flow 
together. And that is one of the 21st-century 
aspects 一 to be a little less compartmentalized. 
The rooms are very well defined, yet they open 
up to each other and allow significant commu- 
nication. We used a lot of wood inside the 
house — we certainly have Sheetrock, but we 
minimize that and come back to more tradi- 
tional materials like wood walls. They’re not 
terribly fancy, there isn’t a lot of panel work; 
again, this house falls at the vernacular end of 
the spectrum. So we have squared chamfered 
columns on the outside, very simple detailing, 
and when we go inside we carry that same atti- 
tude, and have very simple detailing” 

So typical of Habersham was this large cot- 
tage that it initially served as one of the town’s 
model homes. Today it’s occupied by Greg and 
Lynn Jester, who relocated to Habersham specif- 
ically for the old-time values this communi 
has revived.

walk up to the cafe and have a cup of coffee and 
pick up your mail. That just wasn’t heard of. 
Here, the idea is that it is a walkable communi- 
ty. When I describe Habersham to people, I say 
it reminds me of Mayberry [NC]! Our house is 
like one of those old-fashioned homes in 
Charleston and Savannah: an old design, with 
the wainscoting, the coffered ceilings and the 
pine floors. The house looks old, but it lives 
new, which is wonderful.” 

Moser says that, in his practice with MDG, 
“Our sole concentration as a firm is workin: 
within traditional and New Urbanist neighbor- 
hoods — new urbanism and old urbanism!” That 
focus has also led to Moser’s involvement with 
the Gulf Coast recovery effort, designing hous- 
es for communities that were devastated by 
Hurricanes Katrina and Rita. These efforts, like 
the large cottage and so many other Moser- 
designed homes in Habersham, are two facets of 
a single commitment: “It’s so critical to us to 
make sure that people have the opportunity to 
hold onto their heritage.” — Nicole V Gagné

Fast by Northwest 


A West Coast house looks to the East for inspiration.

hen Seattle, WA-based Sullivan Conard Architects designed 
a family residence on the shores of Lake Washington, its 
inspiration was not the Seattle skyline to the west, but the 
Classical design precedents of the eastern United States. 

The firm was asked to design a 10,000-sq.ft. traditional house for a fam- 
ily of five, plus an outdoor pool and auto court, and to convert an existing 
400-sq.ft. gardener's cottage to a cabana. Located in Medina, the traditional 
clapboard house is a departure from the Northwest style that dominates the 
region — exemplified on a grand scale by Bill Gates' Pacific Lodge on the east 
side of the lake. The clients’ backgrounds are northeastern U.S. and 
European, and they requested a combination of the architecture, Classical 
detailing and ambiance of both. 

Finding common ground was simple. "Traditional styles of the north- 
eastern states and Europe share the common language of Classical archi- 
tecture,” says firm Principal Stephen Sullivan. “The owners were looking 
for something that conveyed a New England feeling, with the fundamental 
New England cladding and cedar shingle roof.” 

In a region where traditional architecture is not often encountered, 
Sullivan Conard is one of few local firms that has a portfolio of traditional 
new designs and renovations. “We are known for having the facility to do 
authentic, traditional houses and are usually working on at least one simi- 
lar project in the office,” says Sullivan. “While it is unusual to see good 
examples in Seattle, there is a consistent demand. Much of Seattle was 
developed after the Second World War, and the “Northwest contemporary’ 


Modernist style that developed in the 1950s and “60s prevails today. It is a 
very contemporary type of architecture. East Coast Classicism is not com- 
mon and usually not very well done.” 

Due to its unusual topography, the Medina site enjoys uninterrupted 
views across Lake Washington to the Seattle skyline. However, the signif- 
icant grade change to the waterfront had to be carefully integrated into 
the design. 

A natural terrace in the landscape was reinforced with a low granite 
wall, allowing an expansion from two stories at the entry side to three sto- 
ries at the rear. The rear is more expansive, not merely due to its increased 
mass. “The back is all about exposure to lakefront, big windows, big open- 
ings, terraces, and the pool because that’s the private realm of the house,” 
says Sullivan. “Towards the lake it can be very open. More of the building 
is exposed above ground and that gives it more grandeur.” Medina’s con- 
servative 30-ft.-height restrictions prevented the addition of a third level 
above grade, so the firm capitalized on the space below. “We were helped 
by the incline in the sense that it gave us space to expand and have a bed- 
room level; a main living level; and a family/movie room, guest room and 
workout room on the lower level, while really grounding the rear of the 
house to the pool terrace and the landscape,” says Sullivan. 

Though the house is Classical in theme, the firm was careful not to let 
formality overwhelm the design. The family’s daily activities are reflected 
in the informal aspects of the interior plan and the facade — "pushes and 
pulls" held together by the order of symmetry, axes and circulation paths. 

The front massing has an informal symmetry that reflects the interior 
spaces within. A Classical portico at the front entry and a Palladian window 
pull together the irregular roofline and the asymmetry of the dormers in 
order to present a formal facade to the street. "The rh s and sizes of the 
dormers have to do with the specifics of the spaces. I tried to find an intu- 
itive balance between the formal decorative aspects of the facade and the 
realities of the plan, which had to function in the way the family would want 
it to," says Sullivan. Because the height restrictions effectively prohibited a 
two-story home with a traditional high-pitched roof, the question of how to

suppress the height while retaining a traditionally conceived 
facade became critical. Despite Seattle’s reputation as “rain 
city,” the flat roof is a typical local response. “Everyone wants 
to maximize the volume by pushing up to the height limit. It’s 
an unfortunate result of the zoning code,” says Sullivan. 

To reach the highest permissible elevation with appropri- 
ate massing and scale, the volumes of the bedrooms emerge 
below the ridge of the roof as a series of dormers. The same 
technique is employed at the rear, where a shed dormer links 
the master-bedroom balcony with the rear-bedroom dorm- 

rs. “We deal with the relationship between style and scale in 
all of our projects,” says Sullivan. “The way we were able to 
achieve a large house that didn’t look huge was by a direct 
reference to human scale throughout the building. You can 
imagine a person standing behind each dormer window. 
When you break down the massing into these smaller piec- 
es and give what is a relatively large mass some smaller ele- 
ments, it becomes the language of the building and stops it 
from feeling huge.” 

In the absence of a regional precedent, the use of indigenous 
materials gives the exterior an organic feel. Granite from Wash- 
ington’s Cascade Mountains was used to build the lower level, 
basement story, site walls and chimneys. Regionally produced 
cedar trees provided the wood for the shingle roof and paint- 
ed clapboard exterior, both of which were vital to the New 
England effect. Designer Susan Young extended this character 
to the interior with solid-wood wainscoting and quartersawn 
oak flooring. 

The interior plan is highly personalized, and incorporates 
display areas on the main floor for the clients’ collection of 
European and American antiques. “They requested both tradi- 
tional and modern spaces and we were able to work fluidly 
between both and to design open spaces that are punctuated 
with thy thms of Classical detail, so they really function both 
ways,” says Sullivan. 

‘At the core of the house is the circular main entry hall —a 
dramatic, quartersawn oak, circular staircase connecting the 
living and bedroom levels under a domed skylight. It is a 
handsome introduction to the main level and perhaps the 
most recognizable Classical element of the interior plan. The 
entry hall shares the central axis with the library and the liv- 
ing and dining areas, the most elegant spaces in the house.

"Next to the entry hall, the library is probably 
the most formal space because it is totally 
self-contained," says Sullivan. "Similarly, the 
stair hall serves only one function — reception 
and circulation — so it can be very formal." 

The entry hall is the spatial center of the 
house, but its heart is the open-plan family 
kitchen. A rhythm of pilasters and beams enun- 
ciates the divisions of the kitchen, dining and 
family areas in place of discreet separate 
rooms. In contrast to the formal dining and liv- 
ing room, which connects to the main entry 
hall, the family room is for daily activities. 

Its blend of informally connected and well- 
defined spaces marks the main level as less 
Classical in execution than the second. The 
latter's defined bedrooms and personal bath- 
rooms are perceived as more traditional, in the 
sense that they are discreet, single-function 
spaces. But according to Sullivan, definitions of 
"traditional" have not remained static, and the 
authenticity was not labored. "If you really 
think about what traditional means, a tradi- 
tional house built 200 years ago would never 
have the type of closets and bathrooms that 
our houses have today,” says Sullivan. “Is that 
traditional? Not really, but it is traditional the 
way we define it now.” 

To successfully incorporate the clients’ info- 
rmal needs with their Classical tastes, the firm 
put function first. "When you do a traditional 
or a Classical house, and you start with an 
image of what that Classical house should be, 
you may find that it doesn't accommodate the 
plan,” says Sullivan. “You have to accommodate 
the plan first, and then elevate the plan. It 
becomes very much a compositional balancing 
act. This design was very much based on the 
family use of the house on a daily basis, not 
how they use it ceremonially.” — Lynne Lavelle

Fluid Forms 


A new Arts and Crafts-inspired house merges traditional forms and details with natural materials.

or anew residence in Berwyn, PA, Archer & Buchanan Architecture, 
Ltd., of West Chester, PA, followed a simple program, but one that 
had impressive results. The clients requested a house that would 
comfortably fit a family of six as well as provide separate space for 
grandparents. The clients wanted to take adv. antage of the site and they were 
adamant that the house should be built to last, hoping that it would remain 
in the family for generations. Archer & Buchanan took these requests to the 
drafting table and designed an “epic” Arts and Crafts-inspired residence. 
The house is located on a stone-walled plateau on the northwest side 
of the clients’ 12-acre property. When they purchased the land, there was 
a house on that very site, but it was dilapidated, and so it was demolished 
in 2003. “After discussions about working with the existing house, we 
decided that a new house would be designed,” says Peter C. Archer, AIA, 
principal at Archer & Buchanan, “The former, a summer house built in the 
early-20th century, was completely uninsulated and had an inappropriate 
layout for this family. It was the site that was so spectacular.” 
The property is predominantly wooded to the north of the house and 
there are meadows in all other directions. The long vistas to the south, 


southeast and southwest were paramount in Archer & Buchanan’s decision 
to site the house where it did. “The landscape was mature and wonderful- 
ly scenic — a park-like setting,” Archer describes. 

Although the new house was sited in the same location as the old house 
had been, Archer & Buchanan’s design differed considerably. “While the 
previous im sat very formally on the plateau,” says Archer, “we sited our 
house to grow into the landscape. We wanted it to ‘roll down’ the hillside.” 
Stepped roof levels, a “butterfly” plan and the curves of the chimneys 
impart this appearance. 

The clients were keenly interested in the approach to the house and 
requested that "the house be a sequence of experiences," says Archer. 
Together, they created a long, gently winding drive from the road that runs 
north and then curves around the house to the west. “You arrive at the house 
through three main sequences," he says. "Initially there is a distant view as 
one enters the drive. You then wind your way up the drive as the house 
peers through orchestrated openings in the trees. Finally, upon arrival at the 
north side, parking in the woods, you walk down stone steps to the entrance 
court and into the house." 

The influence of the Arts and Crafts style is evident, but Archer explains 
that the design precedent was more complex. “The house is mixed in its 
inspiration,” he says. “For the exterior forms and materials, we drew a lot 
from English Arts and Crafts houses, the likes of [Charles F.A.] Voysey, 
[Edwin] Lutyens and [M.H.] Baillie Scott. But we also looked at American 
Arts and Crafts houses of Greene & Greene, which are very different from 
the English ones.” 

For the exterior, Archer & Buchanan chose a simple, autumnal palate 
to complement the surrounding landscape. “The colors — natural browns, 
reds, beiges and copper — are very uniform,” says Archer, “in order to 
bring cohesion to the design.” The materials utilized i in this project are also

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natural. “They are time tested and low maintenance,” says Archer. “They 
were selected and detailed to age gracefully." 

The house is anchored on a 16-in. concrete foundation. The exterior walls 
consist of 2x6 framing, 8 in. of concrete block and 1% in. of concrete peb- 
ble-dash stucco. The stucco was supplied by Ardmore, PA-based Heritage 
Stucco and “carries on that sense of being ‘of the earth,” says Archer. 

Offsetting the stucco walls are limestone window surrounds from 
Vetterstone, Inc., of Kasota, MN, and quartersawn-oak brackets and win- 
dow trim custom designed and fabricated by Edgemont, PA-based wood- 
worker David Dugan. The exterior doors and windows are manufactured 
of 2'^-in.-thick mahogany with copper exteriors. Archer describes the 
copper-cladding process: “To create a seamless copper exterior that is 
fully bonded to the mahogany, copper was electrostatically powderized 
and then mixed with resins. It was then sprayed on in five coats. The 
appearance is of full solid-copper doors and windows, but from the inside 
you have the warmth and longevity of mahogany.” 

Many of the windows, including those of the dining room, are leaded 
art glass designed by Archer & Buchanan. “The owners selected the four 
bands of colored glass,” says Archer, “and then the window manufacturer, 
CWM of Bryn Mawr, PA, fabricated and installed them.” 

Uniquely shaped twin chimneys, finished in the same pebble-dash stuc- 
co as the exterior walls, are important elements. “The chimney forms, 
which are rounded at the fronts and tapered at the tops, have a sculptural 
presence,” says Archer. Heavy-gauge copper guttering complements the 
copper-clad exterior elements. The roof, which was massed to seem as if it 
grows from the rise of a hill, is of English clay tile from Northern Roof Tiles 
of Dundas, Ontario. “At the request of the clients, the roof was designed to 
‘drape’ the house,” says Archer. It was installed by Glenmoore, PA-based 
Timothy Spillane, Inc. 

Under the roof is a grand entry and stair hall, the main living spaces, five 
bedrooms, two studies and a sun porch. The living room, one of the central 
spaces, is sited so that it faces south, but is protected from the summer sun 
- ceu T by the arc of a balcony above. Four-by-nine-ft. French doors open to a ter-

Separated from the living room by only an art-glass screen by glass 
artist Emily Selvin of Philadelpl nia, PA, the formal dining roor is situated 
on the northern side of the house. It commands views of the woods 
through its double-story bay windows. The large kitchen, which includes 
a breakfast space, is open to the living room. “The owners wanted an open 
layout for the main family rooms,” Archer explains. 

Located opposite the family room and beyond the stair hall is the more 
modern master-bedroom suite, which includes a study, a bedroom, his 
and hers bath and dressing rooms, a covered porch and a balcony. Archer 
points out that the balcony “is cut into the roof, allowing one to experi- 
ence the exterior of the house from within, which was another important 
request of the clients.” 

The four children’s bedrooms, all of which also have balconies, are 
secluded on the second floor, each taking advantage of the southern view. 


Three bathrooms, a study and an exercise room make up the remainder of 


the rooms on this floor. 
From the second-floor exercise room, stairs lead down to an attached 


1,800-sq.ft. cottage, which is the home of one set of grandparents. It is also

accessible from a private entrance on the first floor or through the three-car 
garage. The cottage is a complete living space, with its own living and din- 
ing rooms, bedroom and bath, kitchen, sunroom and study. “It’s more con- 
temporary in its design than the house,” says Archer. “The ceilings are lower 
and the roof is flat, w vith glass around the exterior and two long skylights in 
the center. We conceived it as though it might have once been a gr eenhouse 
that was turned into a cottage.” 

In the main house, interior materials mimic some of those of the exterior, 
such as English quartersawn oak for the entry-hall stairs and stained- glass pan- 
els, designe d and fabricated locally, for the kitchen cabinetry. The livi ing-room 
floor is French clay tile, the walls are plaster and the ceiling i is beamed. Other 
features of the living room are fireplaces — one at each end of the room — and 
a rondel art-glass screen that separates this room from the dining room. "The 
transparency of light and beauty of pattern are evident in the screen,” says 
Archer. "It creates a nice bac kdrop for the furniture on each side.” 

While hand-selected mahogany veneers surround the screen, the wood 
in the master bedroom — quartersawn fissured English sycamore — is much 
lighter and is detailed in a very modern way, without embellishments. The 
floori ing is stone and there is a ‘floor-to- ceiling glass wall. Douglas fir floor- 
ing was installed in the other bedrooms and throughout the second floor. 

Archer & Buchanan’s clients had been dreaming of building a house for 
a long time. The right site, design and craftspeople finally came together, 
and in October 2005 the house was essentially completed. * Tc s an ongo- 
ing process, and we will be finalizing details for some time; ' says Archer. 
*The experience of it is very much as we had conceived; it takes on a lot 
of different dimensions depending on where you are in the house or on the

Plutocrats at Play 


Houses of the Berkshires, 1870-1930

cross a few hundred square miles of foothills in Western 

Massachusetts, an insular group of rich people — including many 

cousins married to one another — commissioned mansions from 
the A-list architects of the Gilded Age. Eminent designers in their primes, 
such as Bruce Price and Peabody & Stearns, built alongside then- 
whippersnappers like Stanford White and Delano & Aldrich. 
Unpretentious shingled cottages mingled w ith sophisticated Beaux Arts- 
style brick essays and bombastic Palladians and Tudors. The Berkshires 
thus ended up with a nearly unrivaled collection of estates overlooking 
landscapes by Frederick Law Olmsted or Beatrix Jones Farrand. 

“There are not many places in America that combine architecture, 
ambition and nature in such abundance,” writes Samuel G. White, a 
great-grandson of Stanford, in the foreword to this insightful volume. The 
authors, Berkshires-based historians Richard S. Jackson Jr. and Cornelia 
Brooke Gilder, have combed through family diaries, guest books, corre- 
spondence and period newspapers to illuminate how a dense concentra- 
tion of majestic buildings arose and how it has aged fairly well. 

The book focuses on 35 properties, almost all in Lenox and Stockbridge. 
The resort area’s pioneer visitors, in the 1840s, were intellectuals like Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, Herman Melville, Nathaniel Hawthorne, the actress Fanny 
Kemble and the painter Thomas Cole. The culturati’s patrons followed, 
apparently desperate for good conversation they couldn’t find in posher 
places. Newport, RI, in particular, was notorious for what Edith Wharton 
called “watering place trivialities.” By the time she fled Newport for Lenox 
in 1902, Jackson and Gilder point out dryly, Wharton “was, after all, mere- 
ly moving from one resort full of cousins and peers to another.” 

Still, vacationing in the Berkshires never became as stultifying as 
Newport’s summer high season. Berkshires aristocrats earnestly called 
themselves “cottagers,” they ran farms that functioned year-round, and 
they didn’t waste much land on formal gardens. Their house parties tend- 
ed to center on sports — hunting, golf, cricket (coached by the English ser- 
vants), plus sledding and skating in winter — rather than tea served under 
parasols. The architecture likewise never quite reached the off-putting 
splendor of Newport. But Jackson and Gilder have nonetheless found 
many examples of vast construction budgets in the Berkshires. 

For a widowed railroad heiress named Mary Frances Sherwood 
Hopkins, McKim, Mead & White quarried her 229-acre property for 
enough blue dolomite to clad a 68,000-sq.ft. castle. Electricity magnate 


George Westinghouse built himself a power plant to fire up thousands of 


bare light bulbs, posted every foot or so under his Queen Anne mansion’s

dentil moldings. Investment banker Anson Phelps Stokes had to give up his 
20-bedroom half-timbered pile after just a few years in residence because 
he'd lost a leg in a riding accident and had trouble maneuv ering around the 
400-ft.-long building. 

Gilder and Jackson have arranged their case histories chronologically, and 
their building descriptions and quotes from primary source material can be 
memorably vivid. Stanford White's 1886 “wildly eclectic" Naumkeag, for 
instance, "features a faux-thatched roof folding over the dormers, irregular 
chimneys, shards of broken glass in the mortar, and two round, vaguely 
Norman towers with conical roofs.” The children who grew up amid such 
design marvels had to scrounge up ways to amuse themselves. A lawyer’s 
daughter named Georgette Folsom wrote at length in her memoirs about 
life in a rambling 1884 Tudor called Sunnyridge. She liked to slide around 
on the front hall’s bearskin rug or sit on the bear’s head, and each night en 
route to bed she tiptoed past creepy portraits: “You passed at the turn of the 
stairs a terrifying, surely more than life size, painting of Salome with John 
the Baptist’s head. You tried not to look at it but there was a fascination 
about that white and bloody head being on the platter... 

In 1925, Sunnyridge was devastated by fire and never rebuilt: ‘ 
works, including John the Baptist’s dripping head, were maple 7 
Jokers and Gilder report. Surprisingly, only eight other white elephant 
profiled in this book have been demolished. The others proved adaptable 
for use as schools, resorts, museums or concert venues (most famously 
Tanglewood). The authors carefully note the present-day condition of 
each site, even mentioning which fieldstone gateways or Doric pillars 
remain visible through undergrowth and which golf courses have “reverted 
to wilderness.” 

The high caliber of scholarship only falters in the illustrations and 
appendices. For some buildings, only three or four grainy photos seem to 
have survived. Floor plans (often low resolution) are supplied for only half 
of the projects. Captions are minimal and mostly undated. No street 
addresses or maps are given, although 20 of the 26 extant buildings are not 
private homes. 

The dozen museums or hotels on the roster would have especially wel- 
comed the publicity. It’s easy enough, though, to input the authors’ some- 
times cryptic data into Google. Some tony resort websites quickly pop up, 
with URLs like elmcourt. com, eastover.com or blantyre.com. This large- 
ly well-executed and thorough book will surely inspire architectural 
tourists to track down accessible period rooms or drivew. ay glimpses, or 
perhaps just the ghosts of gateposts and putting greens. m

Timber-Frame Tutorial 


Oak-Framed Buildin gs

has been the primary building material for thousands of years, 

though, by virtue of their survival, stone temples and cathedrals 
seem more iconographic, standing as milestones among the innumerable 
vernacular structures that have influenced humankind more anonymously. 
Oak-Frame Buildings, by Rupert Newman, is a book about the contempo- 
rary use of wood as a building material, though in the specialized context 
of timber-frame construction. Gauging by the listings and advertisements 
in a variety of home-building periodicals, the popularity of this ancient 
technique is increasing. 


A nyone vaguely familiar with architectural history knows that wood 


Anyone even casually versed in construction techniques will admire 
the geometry of the timber frame: how the jowl posts rise from a sole 
plate; how the diagonal dragon beam interrupts the joists in order to 
support the jetty; how from tie beam the crown post upholds the rafters 
and purlins; how cruck and braces hold the structure true. A timber 
frame is geometry in its simplest form — squares and triangles with 
graceful curves interspersed among them like the trees from which they 
come. Timber-frame design involves the cabinetmaker's skill of joint- 
making, the architect's three-dimensional visualization and the engi- 
neer's statistical analysis. 

Wood and geometry came together in dramatic fashion in the 16th and 
17th centuries in the “black and white" or “half-timber” Elizabethan manor 
house. Timber-frame construction is associated with houses surviving 
from the late Medieval and Renaissance period in Europe, though the use 
and techniques came into prominence during the reign of the 
Plantagenets (1154-1485). The use of timber-frame construction contin- 
ued until the 19th century, which not so coincidently produced the first 
studies of the technique in books such as The Evolution of the English House 
by S.O. Addy (S. Sonnenschein & Co.; 1898), and The Development of 
English Building Construction by C.F. Innocent (Cambridge University 
Press; 1916). The early-20th century, in America at least, saw a revival in 
the varied phases of Colonial architecture — Tudor/Gothic, Jacobean, up 
through Georgian. Many towns across America have "half-timber" Tudor 
houses that were built between 1890 and 1940. 

Even the open-minded reader expects a book with such a plainly spoken 
title as Oak-Frame Buildings to be presented in an equally terse way, but this 
book is a truly handsome one consistent with the Guild of Master Craftsman 
Publications' well-deserved reputation. The content, which would seem- 
ingly have a narrow audience, has a wonderful promoter in its attractive 
presentation. The photographs are generally of superlative quality and are 
often given full pages or, in several cases, spread onto the adjacent page. 
Essential to this sort of book, the photographs and the copious diagrams 
are placed adjacent to the pertinent text, reducing confusion between illus- 
tration and word. The care in using various layout devices — including side- 
bars, background color and graphics, margins, captions in juxtaposition to

drawings and varying font size — makes this a pleasing book to read, as well 
as to study. And, not to read too much into it, the book is a perfect square — 
as if to bolster the geometry underlying the whole of the framing process. 

Occasionally there is a redundancy between the sidebars and the text and 
there is a layering of graphics that seems fragmentary, but this does not 
detract from the obvious overall expertise of the layout professionals. 

It may be tempting to abandon it on the coffee table, but this is a *work- 
ing" book. In his introduction, Newman states that the impetus for the book 
was to answer questions posed to him over the years by clients, architects, 
design professionals and construction contractors, as well as by fellow car- 
penters. Anyone interested in timber-frame building will obtain a wide view 
from this book, though Newman continues, “Oak-Framed Building is not 
intended to be a step-by-step manual, rather its purpose is to provide read- 
ers with some knowledge of the techniques involved so they may better 
understand the overall process." The author explains everything as though 
the reader was planning to build a timber-frame house, but it is obvious that 
the process requires skill, and a skill acquired by on-the-job experience. The 
complete and behind-the-scenes information is presented as though the 
reader was a potential client. Bringing the reader into the process is an 
effective writing technique and to educate one's potential clients is a sound 
business strategy as well. 

Newman's parameters include no less than the entire building process. 
His is a linear approach: beginning with a brief historical overview and 
more immediate considerations; continuing with site procurement, plan- 
ning and dealing with zoning and review officials; and concluding with the 
actual design of the frame configuration. He discusses material, layout and 
cutting joints, as well as fabrication and assembly strategies, and concludes 


by considering glazing and insulation. The attention to details is 
doubtlessly derived from personal experience. Newman mentions the 
possibility of insect attack, the known shrinkage of the material and the 
fire resistance of oak compared to structural steel. His w riting exudes a 
confidence gained by w orking with massive and dangerous timbers. 

As any practicing artist needs to comprehend the primary tenets and 


prec edent of his craft, Newman begins his book with a brief history of 


timber-frame usage. Instead of an academic tome laced with references 
to structures long decayed, or comparing one example to another, the 
author presents a synopsis of the evolution of the generic timber-frame 
building, aided by the clarity of skeletal diagrams. This recapping of the 
historical record may reinforce nostalgia for the past, but the photo- 
graphs of contempor ary houses throughout the book draw histor y into 
the PT 

"Starting Off" Newman immediately states, “For many people 
building their own home is one of the grcatest milestones in their life, 
ranking alongside getting married or havi ing a baby." If you have, in fact, 
built a house (or read Tracy Kidder's book, House [I loughton Mifflin 
Co.;1985]) you know that prodigious amounts of sweat- equity and 
emotional angst have been invested. Newman attempts to ease that per- 
ceived trepidation in the first-time house builder. The advice on budget- 
ing, finding a site and dealing with officials seems obvious and war nings 
like * ‘Beware! Any figures given to you by builders or architects may be 
optimistic” seem unnecessary for anyone be yond the rudest naiveté. He 
does explain the custom of ‘calc ulating costs by the square meter, and 
outlines a number of variables that arise with this method. 

No doubt there are some things even a 
moderately seasoned builder might over- 
look, suc h as taxes, lawyer's fees, permit 
fees, building and site insurance, land clear- 
ance and landscaping costs. He emphasizes 
that among the professionals involved with 
the design and approval of the design, the 
timber-frame contractor should be includ- 
ed, which, it is interesting to note, is the 
desire of all artisans who contribute to the 
architectural fabric, whether mosaic artists, 
woodcarvers or stained-glass artists. He 
then advises the client how to approach the 
design aspects of site orientation, room 
location and how the timber-frame struc- 
ture will influence the design, advocating 
an open-plan building — a departure from 
the modularized originals. It is clear that an 
architect and often a structural engineer 
are necessary to fully design the building, 

Having established the timber frame 
in the context of the building plan, 
Newman addresses the design of the tim- 
ber frame itself, which is naturally more 
interesting to the reader who wants to 
get to the heart of the subject. The mod- 
ule is termed a bay, which is determined 
by the practical consideration of the 
material itself. Oak, indeed any building 
material, has properties that limit the safe and/or practical span it can 
sustain; thus 10 to 13 ft. is most often the width of a bay. A sidebar on 
loads and stresses provides a valuable explanation of the complex art 
of sizing beams to carry specific loads and the various stresses of com- 
pression, tension, shear and deflection. Again, cautionary notes sug- 
gest that a structural engineer should be cond for anything very 
complicated. Bay divisions, counted down the length of the building, 
” of which there are 
several types. Included in cross frames are the ines that form the 


are carried across the building by “cross frames, 


support for the roof, making the cross frames the shape of the typical 
child’s drawi ing of a house. There are several types of trusses. This all 
may sound confusing, but the computer- generated diagrams and 
bullet- by-bullet reiteration makes the subject just the opposite. Of 
course, it would take some study to confidently identify each type in 
the field. Much of the point of the book is to display the possibilities 
from which to harvest what is personally attractive to the potential 
home builder. 

Though reference was made at the very outset of the book to green 
wood construction, the subject is pinned down in the fourth chapter. 
Most woodw c aem will have a fairly good idea of the anatomy of oak, 
but the justification for using 60- to 100-year-old trees is not a com- 
mon one. There is an underlying feeling of guilt among a significant 
percentage of woodworkers for deforesting the planet, but the author 
feels justified, stating, “Overall CO? emissions in the atmosphere can 
be reduced by replacing fossil fuels with carbon-neutral wood.” The 
tree, having removed CO? from the air, fixes it within its fiber 
[being], so a long-term use such as timber-frame construction is 
proactive conservation. According to the author, the energy used in 
producing timber frames is less than that used in conv entional con- 
struction methods. 

Another interesting explanation involves the properties of early and 
late seasonal growth of hardwoods. Among most woodworkers, partic- 
ularly furniture makers and carvers, there is the idea that slow- growth 
wood with tight or fine grain has preferable working properties and

appearance. Newman makes the case that “fast grown oak... has wide rings 
containing extra latewood growth, which comprises more of the dense 
fibers and fewer of the light vessels.” Newman's concerns are, of course , pri- 
marily structural. Converting logs into beams by hewing and splitting is not 
explained in great detail, because those older methods are not economical. 

All the contemporary buildings shown in the illustrations are made from 
material sawn at a mill.

As one can imagine, joining all the beams, braces and numerous second- 
ary ae together into a unit that lies in one plane, especially when cum- 
bersomel y heav y, twisted or curved, requires the establishment of reference 
points and straight lines (imaginary as they might be). Logically, the timbers 
are laid horizontally with various beams laid on top in order to locate and 
scribe the position of the joints. Primary beams are joined first and ancillary 
timbers such as braces are fitted next. There are different approaches but 
they all make use of individually scribed joints, allowing for variations in 
dimension, twist and splits. The joints described are just about all based on 
the mortise-and-tenon joint common to all purposes of woodwork. While 
strength of joint may be behind the use of a particular joint in furniture, it is 
definitely of concern in building a house! There are several ways to strength- 
en the cabinetmaker’s common mortise- 
and-tenon joint. The beveled-shoulder 
tenon creates a ledge in the vertical beam 
upon which the horizontal beam rests. 
The dovetailed tenon ensures that the 
horizontal beam doesn’t separate from 
the vertical post. After fabrication, each 
piece is marked so that re-assembly on 
the foundation goes smoothly. 

It is in raising the frames that the plan- 
ning, layout and joining are “proved.” 
After briefly discussing foundations, the 
logistics of delivering the 20 tons of 
wood for a “reasonably sized house” are 
addressed; even the quality of the gravel 
used to support heavy trucks and cranes 
is mentioned. Several hand methods of 
raising the frames are explained; these 
are followed by notes on site safety. Of 
course, one works from the ground up, 
but so obvious a statement belies the 
required physical strength, ordered 
approach and patience when coaxing 
ornery joints into place. 

The remainder of the book seems a 
quiet denouement. Though building tim- 
ber frames requires some different tactics 
to enclose the structure than are required 
by usual or customary building practices, 
much of the methods are covered by the latter. With contemporary concern 
for insulated buildings, the timber frame is usually visible to the interior and 
covered up on the exterior. The skin is a stick- built wall allowing for a tight- 
ly insulated house. Much attention is given to proper insulation, mentioning 
sustainability issues such as energy use and energy trade-offs. Construction 
methods to ensure the insulation is properly installed are explained thor- 
oughly. Even the insulation values of straw bales are mentioned, but it is 
doubtful w hether they would be used in an expensive timber- Fame house. 
In tandem with the discussion of insulation is a final chapter on windows and 
passive solar heating. The few notes on floors, with an emphasis on under- 
floor heating, in this section seem almost an afterthought. 

Anyone of sensitivity has to admire the integrity implicit in a book writ- 
ten by a practicing trades person, even disregarding the photo of the author 
in tool belt and climbing gear. This is a book of facts gleaned from years of 
experience, as well as building trades and forest-service literature. Though 
the author puts forward some justifications for using timber-frame con- 
struction, some readers may not be convinced that cutting up venerable old 
trees is something they should be doing to provide shelter for their families. 
A more extensive case could have been made by quoting reliable sources as 
to the available wood harvest and efforts finde to renew the depleted 
resource. Only passing mention is made of roof loads, which seems the pri- 
mary justification; except, of course, facilitating the open-floor plan and 
appearance advocated by the author. Because the frame is enclosed within 
the outer skin, the exterior appearance does not differ uniquely from other 
styles of building. 

All this aside, Oak-Framed Buildings contributes valuable information to 
the contemporary use of timber-frame construction and is certainly a must- 
read for anyone planning to build a timber-frame building. So many other 
books on the market are simply picture books without the depth and sin- 
cerity of this one. m

Katrinas Wake 


A year after Hurricane Katrina, there remains much to be done on the Gulf Coast. By Hadiya Strasberg 


hen Hurricane Katrina hit the Mississippi Gulf Coast and 

Louisiana on August 29, 2005, people were stunned. Though 

there had been much criticism of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) and U.S. government management, the 
immediate national and international response was overwhelming. 
More than 70 countries as well as organizations and individuals from 
around the world pledged monetary donations or other assistance. Now, 
about a year after the storm, much of the attention has diminished under 
the enormous weight of the wars in the Middle East. 

While much of the country has moved on, there remain a number of 
dedicated people involved in the cleanup and rebuilding of the Gulf 
Coast. In October 2005, a month and a half after the storm, I attended 
the Mississippi Renewal Forum, an emergency planning charrette that 
provided the state with designs for a new Gulf Coast. Architects, urban 
planners and other design professionals convened in Biloxi, MS, and 
designed walkable communities centered on revitalized downtowns, 


public transportation systems, attractive boulevards and southern, coastal 
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of casinos is beneficial to the economic strength of the city, they do not 
make a city beautiful. They instead create a barrier that prevents the cit- 
izens from enjoying, or even seeing, their natural environs. In fact, the 
architects responsible for the Biloxi plan at the forum, Moule & 
Polyzoides Architects and Urbanists of Pasadena, CA, resigned from the 
task after months of continually hitting this wall. 

The forum’s ideas are also running into trouble in Bay St. Louis since 
a state-wide retraction of a ban that disallowed casinos to build on dry 
land. Though Habitat for Humanity is building a mixed-use, mixed- 
income neighborhood on 20 acres in Bay St. Louis, 1,000-unit, 20- to 
40-story condominiums and casinos have also been approved there. 

Yet, many of the concepts from the forum have garnered support and 
are being pursued. For Pass Christian, architects designed a Wal-Mart 
store —a retail chain often identified by its “big box” look — that assim- 
ilates with a traditional downtown block by providing parking in the 
rear among other things. Wal-Mart executives participated in a March 
2006 charrette to research this idea further.

vernacular architecture for all income levels. Many are still involved in the 
rebuilding effort. 

Controversy over the idea of New Urbanist neighborhoods and the tra- 
ditional style of much of the proposed architecture inevitably emerged, 
Some government officials, architects and residents thought the designs 
nostalgic and artificial, while others took them to heart and argued for the 
sense of place they could create. Reed Kroloff, the dean of Tulane’s 
School of Architecture, became something of an anti-New Urbanist 
cheerleader. While academic aesthetic arguments, such as Kroloff's, will 
rage on, it is difficult to argue with the democracy and civility built into 
the charrette process employed in Mississippi and New Urbanist devel- 
opments in general. 

That Mississippi's governor chose to work with New Urbanist 
architects and New Orleans’ mayor did not is another example of 
the division between the two camps. Mayor Ray Nagin instead invit- 
ed Kroloff to participate in his Bring New Orleans Back Comm- 
ission. Since then, however, the Gentilly section of New Orleans, 
which was without a redevelopment plan, hired Andrés Duany of 
Miami, FL-based Duany, Plater-Zyberk & Company — the organizer 
of the Mississippi Renewal Forum — to lead a charrette in April 
2006. The city council is following suit, earmarking money and hir- 
ing its own planners separate from the Mayor's commission, to move 
things ahead. 

The rebuilding effort, though uncertain at times, has come a long 
way in Mississippi when compared with its neighbor to the west. It is 
not physically noticeable in each neighborhood, as some debris has yet 
to be cleared from the streets and many are living out of FEMA trailers 
or in tents, but there have been numerous planning meetings with 
locals, government officials and builders to move things along. The 
SmartCode, a transect-based land-development ordinance, has not yet 
been officially adopted, but 10 of the 11 municipalities are pursuing it 
and will soon vote on versions. 

Biloxi has decided not to follow the forum's recommendations, 
developers are now taking advantage of being able to build upwards of 
30 stories on the waterfront. While the new construction and reopening 
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Downtown Ocean Springs is the showcase of another encouraging 
product of the forum. Katrina Cottage I, a 308-sq.ft. cottage designed by 
New York City-based Marianne Cusato as an affordable alternative to the 
FEMA trailer, is on display for all to explore. The New Urban Guild, of 
Miami Beach, FL, published a book of Cusato's plan and 17 other Katrina 
Cottages, which range from 170 to 1,200 sq.ft., in February 2006. 
Though only one other cottage has been built to date (in New Orleans), 
Bruce Tolar of Tolar LeBatard Denmark Architects in Ocean Springs and 
Michael Barranco of Jackson, MS-based Barranco Architecture and Des- 
ign have plans to develop a 2-acre site with 800- to 1,200-sq.ft. Katrina 
Cottages, which they call a cottage court. 

The New Urban Guild expects to be able to offer designs from its 
book through one manufacturer by September 2006. Cusato took a dif- 
ferent route, working with Lowe's to design and manufacture a cottage 
kit. Some other good news came in June 2006 when Congress author- 
ized $400 million to replace FEMA trailers, some of which may be ear- 
marked for Katrina Cottages. 

It's once again hurricane season and the Gulf Coast finds itself 
threatened by the possibility of another destructive storm. While the 
Mississippi Renewal Forum participants and many other people have 
come to the region's aid, there is much that remains to be done. One 
thing is certain: bureaucratic quagmires and political and architectural 
faction fighting only serve to stall rebuilding. 

There have, however, also been promising signs: FEMA posted the 
advisory base-flood elevation maps ahead of schedule in April 2006, 
seemingly cutting through miles of red tape in the process, and the com- 
mon sense behind the Katrina Cottage designs seems to have been rec- 
ognized by those in power. There is much to learn from the endurance 
and ingenuity that was demonstrated by both the residents of the Gulf 
Coast and the professionals who came to their aid. In particular, the 
Mississippi Renewal Forum demonstrated the effectiveness of the New 
Urbanist planning process as well as the effectiveness of the designs it 
produces. The “bottom-up,” consensus-based approach adopted by the 
forum was one of the few unqualified successes of the Katrina episode.
